As fast as the men 
would throw up a spadeful of dirt the hole from which it was taken filled up immediately, In this way the work of making the excavation seemed an interminable task and the greater part 


of the morning was consumed before a space around the valve had been cleared. 
The task of lowering into the eighteen-foot hole the new valve succeeded the work of excavating. As quickly as possible the massive iron mass was adjusted to the main and sordered 


and there remained then only to set the pumps to work and to fill the city mains. 
: Only for an act of forethought on the part of Superintendent Park Woodward, there would have been no valve at hand to take the place of the broken one. A Rensselear valve which 
had been intended for use at anotherpoint on the line was lying in a few feet of the spot where the break occurred. Superintendent Woodward had anticipated an accident of the kind and 
had saved his new valve for the time when it should be imperatively needed. There are five of the old valves on the mains between the river and the half-way station, They are said to be 
entirely inadequate for the purpose. They were laid a number of years ago, before the present management of the water system took charge. 
The principal object in removing the old valve ang putting the new one in its place was that of restoring to the city the clear water which it enjoyed some months ago. 
nitely ascertained that the broken shutter in the old valve was_responsible for the muddyscondition of the supply, and to repair this there was no way open except to.shut the water off for 
The task proved.a difficult one, more difficult than was expected, but for the delay the taxpayers of the city will get filtereq water hereafter instead of the muddy article. 
Through the broken shutter in the valve the clear water main was diluted with the supply of a parallel main and thus for several weeks the water continued muddy, and although 
the officials knew there must have been a leak somewhere, no one knew until Monday afternoon the location of the defective valve. 
Superintendent Park Woodward remained at the station all yesterday directing the work of repair, and with him were all the members of the city water board.

The Trans-Atlantic Society of America Formed at Philadelphia 
Some Days Ago 


URGES STRONG ALLIANCE 


Among Ofcers and Board of Control 
Are Many Prominent Men,

IS LIKE LONDON ATLANTIC UNION 


The Plans of the Society Became 
Known Yesterday When an Ap- 
plication Was Made for a 
Charter—Plans Con- 
templated.

Philadélphia, July 24.—In the belief that 
an open alliance with Great Britain would 
be an excellent thing for the United States, 
a@ society has been formed in Philadelphia, 
composed of many men powerful in the 
financial and political world, who pledge 
themselves to work for such an alliance. 
The first meeting of this organization, 
w¥ich is known as the Trans-Atlantic 
Society of America, was held about a week 
ago. The proceedings were Kept secret, 
but the plans became known today 
through an application in common pleas 
court for a charter. 

In this application the officers of the 
new Anglo-American society are given as 
follows: 

Cc. Stuart Patterson, president; Theodore 
C. Search and -John H. Converse, vice 
presidents; Alfred R. Wiggan, treasurer; 
Theo C. Knauff, secretary. 

“The board of governors consists of Wil- 
liam D. Winsor, William P. Henszey, 
Charles Curtis Harrison, Rev. Horace F. 
Fuller, Edward H. Coates, Rev. J. L. 
Levy, Alexander Van Renssaeler, John 
Thomson, A. B. Johnson, Fred Turnbull, 
G. E. Fryer, Joseph G. Rosengarten, 
Henry R. Edmunds and William H. Lu- 
cas. 

Mr..Patterson is one of the most promi- 
nent financiers in this city. Mr. Search, 
one of the vice presidents, is the president 
of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, and Mr. Converse, another of the 
vice presidents, is one of the firm operat- 
ing the Baldwin Locomotive works. 

In the application to the court the object 
of the society is stated to be “bringing 
into closer relation the people of the 
United States and Great Britain by a 
general strengthening of political, soctal 
and commercial bonds which unite the 
two countries.”’

SLAYER ESCAPES A MOB 


Robert Charles, @ Negro, Defends him- 
self Agalnst Officers, 


CAPTAIN JOHN DAY WAS KILLED 


Officer Lamb Met His Death on En- 
tering the Den of the Pursued 
and Officer Mora Was Se- 
riously Wounded in 
the Encounter. 


New Orleans, July 24.—A trifling inci- 
dent began a series of tragedies which 
may culminate In a popular crime, simi- 
lar to the Italian lynching some years 
ago. Two suspicious negroes were hang- 
ing around a quiet neighborhood, and 
somebody took the precaution to inform 
the pelice. 

Several officers went to the scene, and 
instead of making explanations or going 
to jail, the negroes showed fight. Pistols 


| were, soon in play, and Officer Mora wags 


seriously shot. One of the negroes was 
arrested, but Robert Charles, who did 
the shooting, since said to be a desper- 
ate burglar and an ex-convict, got away, 
although he was woufided. The police 
organized a pursuit and succeeded in lo- 
cating the fugitive. 


- 
Police Captain Killed. 

Captain John T. Day, commanding the 
precinct, led a posse of police to this 
shanty and tried to reach the refuge by 
a dark alley leading to it: They car- 
ried lanterns and were easily distin- 
guished, and when they got close enough 
Charles opened fire with a winchester. 
rifle, killing Captain Day and keeping 
up the fusilade until the Captain had 
five wounds in him. 

A negro woman opened the door of an 
adjoining room and told the police to 
jump in, as Charles had rifles and am- 
munition and an impregnable position. 
They obeyed, thinking to hold Charles in 
his quarters tntil help or daylight came. 

Officer Lamb was the last of the three 
survivors to attempt to reach shelter, 
after emptying their revolvers in the 
den of the negro, and Charles reache4 
out and dropped him with a bullet be- 
hind the ear. Nearly an hour elapsed 
before re-enforcements came, and these 
were placed around the block to prevent 
escape. It was then discovered that 
Charies had already left the room, 
though a shot at the pickets told that 
he was in the neighborhood. The two 
dead policemen wWere removed, and a 
systematic search organized, but no 
trace of the fugitive was found. Police 
armed with winchester rifles and citi- 
zens similarly equipped, and a borrowed 
bloodhound kept up the quest and had 
Charles been sighted he would have been 
shot to pieces. 


Rewards Are Offered. 


Mayor Capdevielle offered a reward of 
a hundred dollars and Governor Heard 
has added two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars for the state. Parties are out in 
all directions, even miles away from the 
city, and all trains and cars were search- 
ed. Suspects were arrested in the sub- 
urbs, but were not the right men. 

In the meantime the police had work 
to do, and the whole force was Kept 
busy. 

Thousands o. people gathered around 
the scene of the shooting and, lacking a 
victim or other excitement, proposed ven- 
geance on the property and on the ne- 
groes in the hovels around. The police 
promptly quelled disturbers and jailed 
a number, but* the guard had to be in- 
creased. A committee from the respect- 
able colored element called on Chief Gas- 
ter and offered aid in running down the

The éxcitement has not yet died out, 
and the capture of the negro, who is 
likely hiding in-the city, may start the 
mob going.

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fact that China regards the United 
States as her best friend among the pow- 
ers of the world lends importance to this 
act of the emperor in seeking to have 
President McKinley take the initiative in 
bringing about a concert of the powers 
for the restoration of order and peace. 

The president’s raéply taken as a whole 
Seems to say “we are not doubting your 
word about the safety of everybody, 
nor your sincerity in what you say, but 
you have got to prove it. We are will- 
ing to help you, but you have got to 
make the way clear.” | 

It is the opinion in official circles here 
that a prompt acceptance by the Chinese 
emperor of the first two of these condi- 
tions ought to greatly clarify the atmo- 
sphere, It is, of course, of paramount 
importance that communication should at 
once be opened between foreign ministers 
and their governments. It is only through 
direct communications from these offi- 
clals that the different governments will 
feel satisfied of the conditions existing 
in Pekin and only after communication 
with them that these governments will 
be in a position to act. If the Chinese 
emperor and his advisors can get these 
through their heads, the prospects of 
peace will become real. 

The correspondence between the two 
governments resulting in the indicated 
decree by President McKinley was given 


out at the state department today, and_ 


beginning with a translation. of a cable- 
gram received by Minister Wu on July 
20, 1900, from the tao-tai of Shanghai, 
dated July 19, 1900, is as follows: 

“Having received a telegram from Gov- 
ernor Yuan. of Shang Tung, dated 22d day 
of this moon (July i9th), who, having 
received from the privy council at Pe- 
kin, a dispatch embedying.an imperial 
letter to the president of the United 
States has instructed me to trafismit it 
to your exeellency.. The imperial mes- 
sage is respectively -transmitted .as fol- 
Ows: ° : uviede °° 

‘“*The Emperor of China to: His Excel- 
lency, the President of the United 
States—Greeting: China has long main- 
tained jfriendly relations with the United 
States and is deeply conscious that the 
object of the United States is interna- 
tional commerce. Neither country en- 
tertains the least suspicion or distrust 
toward the other. Recent outbreaks of 
mutual antipathy between the people 
and Christian missions caused the for- 
eign powers to view with suspicion the 
position of the imperial ga@vernment as 
favorable totthe people and prejudicial 
to the missions, with the result that the 
Taku Yorts were attacked and captured. 
Consequently there has been clashing of 
forces with calamitous consequences. 
The situation here becomes more and 
more serious and critical. We have just 
received a telegraphic memorial from 
our envoy, Wu Ting Fang, and it is 
highly gratifying to us to learn that the 
United States government, having in 
view the friendly relations between the 
two countries, has taken a deep interest 
in the present situation. Now China, 
driven by the isresistible course - of 
events, has unfortunately incurred well 
nigh universal indignation. For settling 
the present difficulty, China places spe- 
eial reliance in the United States... We 
address this message to your excellency 
in all sincerity and candidness, with the 
hope- that your excellency will devise 
measures and take the initiative in 
bringing about a concert of the powers 
for the restoration of order and peace. 
The favor of a kind reply is earnestly 
requested, and awaited with the greatest 
anxiety.

Roberta, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—A mob 
of Crawford county men, indignant et the 
conduct of Jack Hilsman, a negro well 
known in this section, toward Miss Mamie 
Mitchell, the fifteen-year-old daughter of 
George Mitchell, a well-known planter of 
this county, last night hung Hilsman to 
the limb of a tree and then riddled his 
body with shot. : 

Thursday morning, last, after Miss 
Mitchell's father and brothers had gune 
into the fields to work, and while she 
was busily engaged abovgthe house where 
she was alone, Hilsman came into the 
dwelling and sefzed her. The young wo- 
man’s screams drove Hilsman away, anil 
when her father, who had heard her calls, 


came Miss Mitchell reported the assault | 


to him, and with a number of neighbors 
he at once began a search for Hilsiman. 
At first 10 clew to the negro could be ob- 
tained, Fut on Sunday evening, 
Hilsman wes located on a plantation of 


Gray Hilsman, and that night was sh tig 
‘rested and carried to Knoxville, where-he 


was turned over to the sheriff. Monday 
morning Hilsman wes arraigned bvforc 
Justice of the Peace K. T. Lowe. Misd 
Mitchell, accompanied by her father and 
brothers, was present, and the testimony 


given before a crowded courtroom aroused 


the anger of all present. At times the 
sheriff nad trouble in keeping the crowds 
away from the prisoner and maintaining 
order in the courtroom. The evidence was 
cenclusive as to the gulit of Hilsman, 
and the justice bound him over to the 
superior court, asking $1,000 bond. 

The crowd in and about the courthouse, 
though soniewhat appeased by ths de- 
cision of the judge, was not at all satia- 
fied, and within an hour after adjourn- 
ment threats of quick and summary pun- 
ishment were heard. Sheriff Hancock was 
quick to see that he nad a desperate case 
in hand and a determined crowd to han- 
Realizing danger in an attempt tv 
remove the prisoner from the courtroom 
at that time, 
posse to guard Hilsman until the crowd 
could disperse. Then an effort was made 
to induce the crowd to let the law take iis 
course. Apparently the people presenti 
consented, and by dark the streets were 
seemingly deserted. Then the 
started to remove his prisoner from the 
courthouse to the jail, but before he and 
his half-dozen guards had gone fifty 
yards a mcb of a hundred men, masked, 
suddenly Icomed up, and without uttering 
a word, gathered Hilsman and. disappear- 
ed. There was a euffie between the 
sheriff and his posse and the mob, but 
the officers were quickly subdued and dis- 
armed. |

Withdrawal Contemplated. 

Tf it does not succeed in inducing the 
European powers to be lenient in their 
treatment of the imperial government of 
China,.the United States government will 
not be drawn into further hostilities after 
we have taken care of our own affairs, 
but we will withdraw, taking care, how- 
ever, to let it be understood that this 
government will not atlow its proper in- 
terests in China to be injured by the 
action of any of the powers that may 
chose to remain obdurate. | 

At least one of the greatest of the pow- 
ers is under strong suspicion here of act- 
ing cold-bloodedly and without regard to 
sentiment or anything more than the 
most material of cansiderations. It js 
believed here that this power ts quietly 
taking measures to drop out of the league 
at Tien Tsin and conduct a campaign on 
its own account against Pekin, and it Is 
even suspected that this power {is al- 
ready. moving troops toward the Chinese 
capital. 

Communication Established. 

One fact regarded as now beyond need 
of further demonstration in view of the 
Chinese appeal its that the Chinese offi- 
clals at the coast ports are actually in 
communication: with whatever remains cf 
the imperial] government at Pekin, and 
the text of Kwang Hsu’s appeal appears 


to establish the fact that the Chinese | 


government itself is sanctioning the re- 
sistance to the intergational advance 
upon Pekin. 

The state department and the Chinese 
legation substantially agree in the estie 
mate.of six to eight days as the time 
necessary to get a reply to the president’s 
answer to the appeal of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. Accordjng to the best informa- 
tion here urgent messages are being 
transmitted between Pekin and Shangiat 
by “flying expresg,’’ mentioned in Con- 
sul Fowler’s cablegram a few days ago. 

This, according to the Chinese, is a re 
lay system of mounted messengers similar 
to the old pony express across the plains 
and is used when the wire communication 
is interrupted. The relay riders make 
about 200 miles a day. It is 400 miles from 
Shanghal to Pekin and this seems to 
agree very well with the speed made in 
forwarding and returning the Conger 
message. 

Minister May Be With Allies. 

Assuming from Sheng’s dispatch that a 
movement was on foot on the 18th to get 
the foreign ministers started from Pekin 
to Tien Tsin under escort of imperial 
troops, the state department would not 
be surprised to get definite news of them 
from the headquarters of the allied forces 
in a short time, The distance from Tien 
Tsin to Pekin is geventy-five miles and at 
this season the trip is usually made by 
road from Pekin to Tong Choo, a point 
on the Pel Ho twelve miles below the 
capital and the remainder of the way by 
boat. This trip now would take four 
days, supposing the escort of imperial! 
troops met with no resistance from the 
insurgents. If the move from Pekin was 
made within two days after Sheng's infor- 
mation was received it would be possible 
that the legationers and their escort are 
now in touch with the headquarters of the 
allies, always supposing that nothing 
serious happened to the party on tno 
road. 


GERMAN MINISTER IS BITTER. 


Von Buelow Receives Kwang Hsu’s 
Appeal for Mediation. 

Berlin, July 24.—Count von Buelow, the 
minister of foreign affairs, made a reply 
today to the appeal of the emperor of 
China for German mediation between the 
powers and the Chinese government. 

In substance Count von Buelow said he 
would not submit the telegram from the 


Pekin government so long as the fate of. 


the legations and other foreigners- in 
China were not ascertained and so long as 
the Chinese government had not atoned 
for the murder of the German minister at 
Pekin, Baron von Ketteler, and given 
guarantees that in future its conduct will 
be in harmony with international law and 


the usages of civilization. — ‘

SHENG PROMISES AN 


ESCORT. 


Chinese Director General Wires the 
Government’s Plan. - 

Washington, July 2%4.—The Chinese min- 
ister. received a dispatch this morning 
from Sheng, the director of railroads and 
telegraphs at Shanghai, stating that the 
foreign ministers are to be sent from 
Pekin to Tien Tsin under escort. The 
Sheng telegram was made public at the 
state department in the following state- 
ment: 

“Minister Wu visited the state depart- 
ment this morning and handed to the act- 
ing secretary of state the following text 
of a cable message, explaining that {t was 
a cablegram from Director General Sheng 
at Shanghal, dated July 2, 1900, to the 
Chinese minister at London, by whom it 
had Leen transmitted to Minister Wu and 
received by the latter on the night of 
the same day. | 

“News from Pekin of 22d day of sixth 
moon, corresponding to July 18th, says 
Wen Jui, by direction of the tsung li 
yamen,. went to see the various foreign 
ministers and found not one of them 
harmed. Jung Lu proposes to memorialize 
the imperial government to supply them 
with provisions at once and then de- 
vise plan to detail troops to escort them 
to Tien Tsin.”’ a 

This communication accords with the 
publication made in London yesterday and 
printed in the American newspapers of 
this morning. , 


THE RUSSIANS LOSE HEAVILY. 


Generai Grodekoff’s Men Short of 
Ammunition. 

St, Petersburg, July 24—A dispatch 
which has been received here from Gen- 
eral Grodekoff at Kahabarovsk, dated 
July 22d, reports that the steamer Odes 
sa, which left CHarbin July 16th, brought 
tidings of the Russian force that left 
Telin July 7th en route to Charbin. 

It appears that 200 men started with a 
large convoy of Chinese Christians, wo- 
men and children. After constant fight- 


ing, which was often at close quarters 


and with the bayonet, they were again 
attacked by the boxers July 12th. 

The Russians lost heavily and ran 
short of ammunition. At last accounts 


they were threatened by 15,000 boxers. 
Engineer Jugovitch, at  Charbin, had 
found it impossible to send efficient help, 
as he required all available forces to de- 
fend Charbin, which place contained 
thousands of unarmed employees, with 
their families, who have been concentrat- 
ed from along many sections of the rail- 


way. 

General Grodekoff considers the situa 
tion as bad. Attacks are daily threaten 
ed and rebels and marauders are running 
over Manchuria. The general says the 
local governors have little authority, and 
that fanatics dominate the situation. 


HOME GOVERNMENTS TO BLAME 


Macon Man Now in China Sends a 
Letter Home. 


Macon, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—Rev. W. 
B. Burke. of Macon, is a Methodist mis- 
sionary in China. He is stationed at 
Shanghai. A letter has just been re- 
ceived from Rev. Burke by a Macon rela- 
tive. from which the following extracts 


are taken: oe 

“Shanghai, China, June 23, 1900—I sup- 
pose that you all will be getting uneasy 
about us, when the China news gets to 
you. In fact, you have no doubt received 
a lot of it by this time. Things are pretty 
bad in the north, but as yet we are in no 
great danger. Every preparation is being 
made, and the forces here could give the 
Chinese a pretty good tussle if they made 
any advance, The fact is that all the 
officials in this part of the country are 
for law and order, so that will go a long 
ways. 

“The principal trouble will be_ the 
crowds who refugee here. Already things 
are getting filled up. The ladies of the 
Methodist mission at Chin-kiang have 
come down with a part of their girls, and 
some of the #irls from the Soochow school 
have come. If there’'is a genera] ingress, 
there will be a difficulty in getting or 
plies. Still, I hope that we will get to noth- 
ing very alarming. The home govern- 
ments are guilty of a lot of innocent 
blood, through their carelessness. Had 


they only paid a little more attention to 


the signs of the times and the repeated 
warnings, all this might. have been pre- 
vented. The presence of twenty thous- 
and soldiers would put a quietus on things 
and they could be landed from Manila 
in ten days had the proper preparations 
been taken. There will be a godd deal 
of damage done before they can gét 
enough soldiers here now, but it will be 


done and I think that China will be taught 


a lesson this time that will do her a 
world of good. She has been allowed to 
go on in an arrogant, amg manner 
too long, and if the powers will only do 
what they ought now, all of this suffering 
wil] not have been in vain. Do not be 
uneasy. We are not going to take any 
unnecessary risks. My heart goes out for 
the poor native Christians.

The Minor Witnesses Were Yester-

Georgetown, Ky., July 24.—This has been 
the most eventful day of the Powe? 
trial since the hearing of testimony be- 
gan nearly two weeks ago. The testimony

There is an impression that the state 
today cleared the decks by introducing this 
character of testimony exclusively prepar- 
atory to introducing some of its important 
witnesses tomorrow.

Among those who are possibilities for the 
witness stand tomorrow are Robert 
Noakes, whose cross examination was sus- 
pended last Saturday, and McKenzie Todd, 
the latter of whom was private secretary 
to ex-Governor Taylor. It is definitely 
settled tonight that Henry Youtzey is not 
the star witness whose identicy is said to 
be kept a secret by the prosecution. 

The following statement by his attorneys 
indicates that he will not be a witness in 
the Powers case:

REMEDY IN WATER 
WORKS DEMANDED 


Continued from First Page. 


Some of it was well founded. Much of it 
was wrong. There has been much good 
service rendered out there. 

“‘When I learned that the water had 
been cut off last night, I at once tele- 
phoned out to ffnd the cause of the trou- 
ble. I went out to the waterworks this 
evening and found that the employeea 
out there had done noble work. They 
had cut an immense hole, larger than 
this room and had worked in water for 
eighteen hours. 

“The trouble is with the Hddy valves. 
They were warranted for five years. We 
have been working ours nine years, and 
they are wearing out. These valves cost 
$350 each, and we need twenty-five new 
ones. 

“I have called a meeting of the gener- 
al council and of the water board to go 
out to the water works on a trip of in- 
spection tomorrow evening at 4 o'clock. 
I should like to have a committee from 
this meeting go out with us and see pre- 
cisely what the existing conditions are.”’ 

The mayor then digressed and began to 
give his views on the present tax rate, 
though it was hardly pertinent to the 
question. In concluding, he said: 

“I am going to see that the waterworks 
are put in good condition and kept that 
way, even if all other public improve- 
ments have to stop.’’ 

W. P. Hill’s Resolutions, 

When the mayor had fintshed, W. P 
Hill offered the following resolutions: 

Whereas, during the present month 
it has happened twice that the city 
of Atlanta has been shut off from a 
supply of water, endangering the 
health and property of its citizens; 
and, . 

Whereas, the vast Interests Involved 
cannot safely permit a recurrence of 
such an unfortunate and dangerous 

' state of affairs; and 

Whereas, city officials differ as to 
the cause or causes of the existing 
troubles, some claiming that the ma- 
chinery is hot adequate, others that 
the system is not proper and others 
still ascribing different reasons; and 

Whereas, realizing that immediate 
steps must be taken and energetic 
measures adopted with the least pos- 
sible delay; therefore be it 

Resolved, first, That this meeting, 
composed of men whose interests suf- 
fer beyond computation when the city 
is deprived of its water supply, urges 
the mayor and general council to co- 
operate at once, and with energy, with 
the water board of the city in provid- 
ing against a recurrence of the disas- 
ter and in putting the system in thor- 
ough working order. 

Resolved further, That we suggest 
that a competent expert, or experts, 
who have knowledge of mechanical 
engineering and hydraulic engineer- 
ing, who are recognized as autfiority 
in such matters, be employed for the 
‘purpose of making a thorough inspec- 
tion of our city waterworks and sug- 
gested needed improvements, changes 
and additions. 

Resolved further, That the citizens 
of Atlanta pledge to the mayor and 
common council such assistance, 
financial and otherwise, in finding the | 
cause of the trouble and in providing 
a remedy. 

The object of this meeting is not to 
antagonize, but to assist; not to re- 
proach, but to hold up tue hands of 
those in authority in making any ju- 
dicious expenditure of money as will 
give the city a competent service in 
the waterworks department. To this 
end we offer our co-operation and as- 
sistance and urge that measures be 
energetically pursued to ~ut the wa- 
terworks machinery in the most thor- 
ough repair and to prevent any —ppre- 
hension tn the future. 

In presenting the resolutions, Mr. Hill 
said that the time had come for immedli-

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The Democrats and the Filipinos, 

We commented yesterday on the fact 
that The New York Times, which has 
been posing for some months as a dem- 
ocratic paper, will support the synd‘- 
categd administration on the ground 
that the Kansas City platform pledges 
the democrats to “scuttle away” from 
our duties and responsibilities in the 
Philippines. 

On the other hand, The Evening Post, 
which proposes to support Mr. McKin- 
ley on grounds of ‘‘pure cussedness,” 
contends that the democratic platform 


does not necessarily mean the surren- 


der of the Philippines. As it happens, 
The Evening Post is entirely correct in 
its statement. The platform declaration, 
which is very simple and can hardly be 
misunderstood by any intelligent per- 
son, says the democrats “favor an im- 
mediate declaration of the nation’s pur- 
pose to give the Filipinos, first, a stable 
form of government; second, independ- 
ence; third, protection from outside in- 
terference.” 

It is very clear that this declaration 
is incompatible with any disposition 
to evade the duties and responsibilities 
which unforeseen events have thrust 
upon the people of this country. This 
part of the platform affords a foothold 
for both Mr. Bryan and Senator Mor- 
gan. men who represent the extremes 
of democratic opinion with respect to 
this Philippine question. Both men 
can stand upon it, because both are 


democrats and are anxious that the in- 


habitants of the new territories shall 
have, as soon as possible, all the rights 
and privileges that belong to those 
who live under the flag of liberty, and 
who are governed under the auspices of 
American institutiorfs. 

It will be observed that the declara- 
tion is very conservative in its nature, 
and perfectly clear in its terms. Every 
possible duty and responsibility is rec- 
ognized and provideg for. A stable form 
of governmont is to be given the Fil- 
ipinos, not by their own agencies but 
by the agency of this republic. There 
is to be nothing haphazard in the busi- 
ness. This country is not only to give 
the Filipinos a stable form of govern- 


ment, but is to be the judge of its sta-- 


bility. Who can say how long a time 
will be required to train the islanders 
in the ways and methods of republican 
government? The whole scheme is in 
the nature of an experiment, and yet it 
is an experiment which providence has 
forced upon us. 

The people have no choice as to the 
experiment. They have been committed 
to it by events. The only choice they 
have in the matter is to decide wheth- 
er the islanders shall be made vassals 
of the republic, or whether, in the 
land they occupy, they shall exercise 
the god-given rights of freedom and 
self-government.

' BIG LOSS IN BUFFALO BLAZE. 


Three-Quarters of.a Million Go Up 
in Smoke. 

Buffalo, July 25.—Fire last night de- 
stroyed the eastern elevator, which % 
situated on the island opposite the foot 
of Washington street. The eleve.tor and 
its contents were valued at $750,000, and 
are a total loss. The cause of the tire 
was not learned. The watchman reports 
that half an hour before the flames were 
discovered everything was in good order, 
and there was no sign of fire. 

The elevator was owned by the Arner- 
ican Linseed Oil] Company, which came 
Into possession of the building only a few 
weeks ago. Their ofl works are situated 
within 100 feet of the burned elevator.

for eighteen long, weary hours the city 
pf Atlanta was waterless, owing to the 
preaking of the Eddy valve at the Hemp- 
hil] pumping station. When, at last, at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the water be- 
gan to run freely through the mains once 
more, a genuine sigh of relief arose from 
thousands of parched lips in all sections 
of the city. 

tt was the longest period that Atlanta 
has been without water since the present 
system has been in operation, and the wa- 
ter began to run none too SOON. A few 
more hours and the suffering would have 
been intense. Fortunately for property 
owners no fires of any consequence broke 
gut. Had there been a large conflagra- 
tion. the damage might have been someé- 
thing appalling to think of. 

Superintendent Park Woodward says 
that he is not surprised at the accident; 
that in his report of 1898 he called special 
attention to this particular yalve and ask- 
ed that it be replaced. 


A special meeting of council has been 


ealled to accompany the water board 
to the pumping station this afternoon. It 
ls thought that the trip will open up 
suggestions that will be beneficial. 

As stated in The Constitution of yées- 
terday morning, Superintendent Wood- 
ward ordered the water shut off at 6 
giclock Monday night in order to replace 
the broken Eddy valve with a new one. 
At that time it was calculated that only 
a few hours would be necessary to put 
in the new valve and it was thought that 
the city would be cut off from water only 
during the night hours. However, the 
work took much longer than was ex- 
pected; and it was 2 o’clock before water 
was running through the city pipes. 

Council Will Take Action. 

A special meeting of the water board 
took place yesterday afternoon, pursuant 
to a call from President Harrison, to in- 
quire into the cause of the breakage. 
Every member of the board was present. 
The mayor was present and stated that 
he had called a special meeting of coun- 

til for this afternoon at 3 o'clock. He 
offered a resolution that the water board 
accompany the members of council to the 
pumping station, where the breakage took 
place, and make a personal investigation. 
This resolution was adopted. 

Promptly at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
Members of council and the various wa- 
ter commissioners are expected to meet 
at the mayor's office. From there they 
will go at once to the waterworks. 

The idea in calling council together is 
that a personal investigation will enable 
council to act more intelligently when 
the matter comes up before that body 
at its next meeting.

Break Caused Suffering. 

Owing to the fact that it was not de- 
cided to cut off the water until late in 
the afternoon, it was impossible to notify 
houseowners in time for them to prepare 
for the famine. Few knew that the 
water was to be cut off, and as a result 
there was a general famine that caused 
the most intense suffering. Among the 
poorer classes this was particularly the 
case. In some localities those fortunate 
enough to own wells reaped a harvest at 
the expense of those who were without 
water. Down on Loyd street a lokg 
line of people with tin buckets and oth- 
er vessels stood waiting their turn to get 
water from a well which the owner had 
turned to good account. Five cents for 
& small can and 10 cents for a large one 
was the prevailing pricé¢, and for several] 
hours the well owner did a land office 
business. 

The hotels, barber ghops, laundries and 
other places that require a large amount 
of water fared badly. Baths were out 
of the question during the forenoon, and 
this fact caused much inconvenience and 
unpleasantness. In some places suffi- 
cient water could not be found to bathe 
one’s face. 

To add to the general distress, eleva- 
tors all over the city were compelled to 
close down and tenants of tall buildings 
had to climb the long, weary flights of 
stairs in order to reach their offices. 

The Equitable was the only building tn 
the city whose elevators were running. 
This was due to the spectal facilities of 
the Consolidated street rdilway for 
hauling water. Large tanks were placed 
on the company’s cars, filled with water 
at Ponce de Leon Springs and brought 
to the building. In this way the eleva- 
tors managed to keep going all day long. 


Fire Department on Alert. 

The day was a most trying Sne for 
Chief Joyner and his men. All day long 
they were keyed up to the highest pitch 
of excitement for fear that a big fire 
would break out and cause a large loss. 
To guard against this possibility as 
much as possible, Chief Joyner had en- 
gines Nos. 6 and 7 taken from their 
houses and brought to headquarters, 
where they were kept fired up until late 
in the afternoon. This placed five fire 
ef@ines in seavice. During the morning 
the chemical engines answered all calls. 

Fortunately no fires of any consequence 
took place. However, Chief Joyner says 
that he is satisfied he could have coped 
w.ch a large blaze, owing to the precau- 
tions he had taken.

COMMISSION HEARS | 
DEPOT PETITION 


Citizens of Hawkinsyille Urge a New 
Station. 


WANT ANOTHER LOCATION 


Request for Adequate Station Will 
Probably Be Granted. 


AMENDMENT TO RULE SUBMITTED 


Railroads Will Pass on the Amend- 
ment to Rule Twenty-five of 
the Commission, 


The state railroad commission met for 
the first time yeSterday morning under its 
new organization and took up for consid- 
eration a number of cases of importance 
and interest. At the afternoon session a 
committee of citizens of Hawkinsville, Ga., 
appeared before the commission urging 
that the Southern railway be forced to 
erect another union station at that place 
and to choose another site from that of 
the present depot. 

It was stated that the present building 
was entirely inadequate to the necessi- 
tfes of a town increasing in population at 
the rate of 25-per cent and that the sta- 
tion used jointly by the Southern and the 
Wrightsville and Tennille was in an un- 
desirable locality. 

The application from Hawkinsville ts 
one of importance since the town asks 
for specifications that call for an outlay 
of $3,000 or $4,000 by the Southern. The 
case will be finally settled by the commis- 
sion at its next meeting, August 10th. 
There is a disposition among the members 
of the board to require a new station at 
Hawkinsville, but considerable attention 
will be given to the request that the site 
of the building be changed. 

In the case of the mayor and council 
of Tifton against the railroads the action 
of the commission was deferred at the 
request of the roads in order to allow an 
adjustment to take place. 

The proposition to change the passenger 
tariff of the Georgia Pine railway from 4 
to 8 cenfs was withdrawn and the rates 


remain the same. 

It was held by the commission in the 
case of H. P*tts & Sons, of Waverley 
Hall, that the express company could not 
b& required to accept eggs for shipment 
unless the eggs are properly packed. 

The request of the Swift Specific Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, that the minimum car- 
load of roots and herbs be reduced to 12,900 
from 20,000 pounds was denied. 

The commission declined the proposition 
of the firm of Roush & Gould, of Macon, 
for a reduction of the rate on timber to 
be used in the manufacture of barrel 
staves. A reclassification of wire mat- 
tresses and spring beds was agreed upon, 
although the rate is not affected. _ 

The railroad commission will submit in 
the near future the amendment which has 
been drawn to rule 2% of the commission 
to the different railroads of the state for 
their opinion. Rule 3 governs the rate to

$5,000,000, It bought three mines for $280,- 
000 and erected a mill and chlorination 
plant at a cost of $200,000 more, making in 
round figures an investment of $500,000 The 
mill is crushing 600 tons of ore a day. 

F. Russell Howland, who was in Dah- 
lonega last week, states that he was in- 
formed that the mill is making a great 
deal of money and that it will clear prooa- 
ably $1,000,000 this year. 

The gtock of this company when first 
offered to the public was sold at 15 cents 


on the dollar and before the mill was 
even started 75 cents was bid. The Stand- 
ard soid all the stock that was necessary 
for the purchase of property and the 
erection of a plant. 

The same people have incorporated 2n- 
other company and state that they will 
begin the erection of a third large mill 
next fall. 

The Crown Mountain Minffig Company 
is selling a large quantity of itg stock 
and has a great many men at work con- 
structing a ditch and preparing to begin 
regular mining operations. The Crown 
Mountain is capitalized at $2,000,000. Gen- 
eral J. A. Warner, of Ohio, is president 
of the company and Colonel J. J. Moore, 
of Dahlonega, is vice president. The stock 
of these companies was largely bought in 
Ohio. 

It is understood that the people who are 
interested in these mines will build a 
railroad from Dahlonega to Gainesville, 
which will place Lumpkin county within 
easy access of the outside world. There 
has been great interest in mining in 
Lumpkin county for the past.year or 
more 

White county mining properties are at- 
tracting much attention also. Mr. John 
Martin, of White, was in the city last 
week in conference with some Atlantians 
who are about to become interested in his 
properties.

Ryan came back and 
mixed it up, and had rather the best of a 
flerce exchange. Ryan missed a left and 
Root uppercut him on the jaw. They were 
Sparring as the round closed. Ryan as he 
went to his corner appeared to be tired 


and the blocd came in streams from his 
ear. 


Crowd Yells “Fake.” 

Round 4—Ryan landed left to stomach 
and Root clinched. On break Ryan landea 
left and right to Root’s face and ducked # 
vicious swing.

Benny Yanger, known as the ‘Tipton 
Slape’’ knocked out Young Mowatt in the 
last half of the sixth round. Mowatt, 
who is a light-weight, and had about ten 
pounds the best of ft, gave Yanger a fierce 
battle for five rounds.

New York, July 24.—Those who have eougrt 
to read in the recent stock market a re- 
fiection of .general conditions outride were still 
further @énfounted by the course of today’s 
market. The weakness, which showed pro- 
gressive development curing the day, could 
not be adequately acounted for by anything 
in the news of the cay. But as the result of 
efforts by professional speculators to take 
profits without general demand for stocks to 
absorb the offerings, the day's movement was 
capable of explanation. Efforts were made 
to sustain the market in. the morning by 
manipulation of a few of the specialties, es- 
pecially Sugar and the Tobaccos. Later in the 
day Tobacco was exclusively relied upon as a 
svstaining influence and finally that = stock, 
after havirig been pushed un nearly 5 points. 
dreyped back more than 2 in the general 
weakness with which the market closed. To- 
bacco’s net gain is 2%, but all of the earlier 
rise in Sugar was wined out. Many stocks 
stow losses for the day of a point or up- 
wards. There was realizing In evidence from 
the opening, but the first point of acute weak- 
ness to develop was in Brooklyn Transit. For 
the rest, the market showed the pnatural re- 
sult of a maripulated advance In the growth 
to rather top heavy rroportions of a long tn- 
terest anxious to renlize. A: the same time, 
the recent forced covering of shorts left the 
market without support from that source. Doubt- 
lees the most petent Influence in the reaction 
was the portentous growl emitted by the 
rechgnized recent bear leader from his Fovro- 
pean retirement in an Interview. The outside 
interest in the market proved wholly tnade- 
quate to absorb the offerings to realize, and a 
rapidly declining scale of prices was the natur- 
al result. There was a feeling of doubt arous- 
ed in the rinds of speculators by the general 
skepticism expressed by public commentafors 
over yesterday's rise which was universally 
attributed to artificial manipulation. The 
weekly report from the weather bureau on the 
crops showing the lack of moisture in the corn 
belt caused renewed apprehension regarding 
that crop, and the corn-carrying roads suf- 
fered accordingly. The non-engagement of 
gold for export yesterday, which caused some 
feeling of relief in the then ovtimistic mood 
of speculation, gave place today to a fresh 
conviction that a large outgo of gold is im- 
minent, and that a period of stringency in the 
money market later in the sumer can hardly 
be avoided.

“I did not come to the meeting for 
two reasons,"" began the witness in a 
firm voice. ‘“‘One was that I was intiml- 
dated. The other was because I fell and 
hurt my knee. I went out to see Mr. 
Wilkinson, I also met Judge Anderson. 
It was late when I left Judge Anderson’s 
office. At the capitol steps on Hunter 
Street I fell and hurt my knee. I sat on 
a,colored woman’s porch while Mr. Her- 
zog came to the meeting of the police com- 
missioners. Mr. Herzog came back to es- 
cort me home. It was then about 10:20 
o'clock and the clock struck 11 o’clock just 
as I reached the corner. I went into my 
room and an officer came and took me 
‘o the police station. 

“As to being intimidated, I went to see 
Mr. Burton Smith, and he called in Mr. 
Rucker. When Mr. Rucker found that I 
was the one trying to recover from Hew- 
itt he told me that he had letters against 
me and that it would be a hard matter 
to make the public believe my story when 
these letters were offered as evidence as 
to my character, I thought Colonel Smith 
was trying to help me out. A friend of 
mine went to see Colonel Smith first and 
he wrote me a letter to come and see him. 
It was Mr, Burton Smith, and I was intim- 
idated by what Mr. Rucker sald. 

“When I sent for you your friend was 
in my office,’ said Mr. Smith. TI told 
you you had got the money and I hated 
to see you beaten out of it. I also under- 
stood Mr. Rucker to say that the sub- 
peona issued by the board of police com- 
missioners was not binding, but I said 
they thought they had the authority and 
exercised if, and it didn’t matter whether 
it was legally binding or not.” 

Mrs. Wooten asked how she might be 
absent and she said Mr. Smith told her 
she “‘might get sick.’’ She said she had 
Become frightened by the 
Rucker had made about the letters, and 
that she was anxious to avoid the scandal. 
“Mr. Smith told me FE had better have 
a mighty good doctor’s certificate. I 
knew I could not get a certificate as I 
was not sick.’’ 

Mrs. Wooten then testified that she had 
first met Mr. Rucker in Mr. Smith’s of- 
fice and that he had never openly advised 
her to stay.away, but had acted in such 
@ manner that she knew he wanted her 
to staf away. Mr. Smith told her Rucker 
had told him he could settle the matter, 
He again referred to the letter, and: Mr. 
Smith laughingly advised her to get sick. 
Mr. Rucker also said the subpoena would 
not be binding. 

Attorney Rucker then offered as evi- 
dence the letter Mrs. Wooten was said to 
have written to Herzog. Judge Anderson 
said the witness could refuse to answer 
under the law if she so desired. Commis- 
sioner Johnson wanted to admit the let- 
ter in order, he said, to throw al] the 
light possible on the matter. Other com- 
missioners objected and the letter was 
not admitted. Attorney Rucker asked 
her if she had written the letter, and she 
refused to reply. Commissioner . English 
said Mrs. Wooten was not on trial, and to 
proceed. Rucker wanted to discredit the 
testimony of the witness. She was ask- 
ed several pointed questions concerning 
her relations with Herzog. She refused 
to reply. 

Several witnesses were sworn and tés- 
tified that Mrs. Wooten had lived with 


them at different times and that they had 


often seen Herzog with her. They did 
not think she acted with the proper pro- 
priety. Attorney Rucker'said he wished 
to show that Harzog was the instigator 
of the whole proceedings. 

Several other witr2sses were introduced 
who testified to the good character of 
Mrs. Wooten, and said they would most 
assuredly believe her on oath. 

Detective Hewitt made a statement in 
which he told of the money being placed 
in his hands and the manner in which he 
had repaid her. He introduced Detective 
Wooten. who swore he had heard Mrs. 
Wooten say Hewitt had repaid the 
amount. Other witnesses were sworn and 
corroborated this testimony. 

Commiss®ner Patterson said he wanted 
the attorneys for the.defense, Messrs. 
McClelland and Rucker, and Mr. Burton 
Smith. whose name had been brought 
into the case, to understand distinctly 
that the board did not for a moment think 
or believe that they had tried to intimi- 
date the witness and keep her from ap- 
pearing at the meeting last night. Bvery 
member of the board acquiesced in this 
statement and said anything to the con- 
trary was absurd, . 
-After all the testimony was in the 
board: went into exécutive session. The 
wote stood: English, Jones, Fox and 
Patterson for dismissal. Johnson voted 
“No.’' Captain Brotherton, who is chair- 
man of the body, did not vote, as the 
matter was decided without his voice. 

Officer W. A. Starnes was tried on 
charges unbecoming an officer in that 
he had abused one I. Lehman and treated 
him without courtesy. Several witnesses 
were introduced. After hearing the evi- 
dence the charges were dismissed.

Dear Sir: Now that the state is thoroughly 
organised for the relief of the starving in In- 
dia, and literature has been forwarded to every 
coulty giving information as to the horrors 
of the suffering among these unfortunate peo- 
plea, I write to urge active effort through all 
your committees, so that frequent and large 
contributions may be forwarded to the treas- 
urer of the fund, J. T. Orme, care Lowry 
National bank, this city. 

This circular letter will be sent to every ap- 
pointee in the state organization for the pur- 
pose of urging: 

|. That every available source of help shall 
be sought and utilized. Ministers, Sunday 
school superintendents, benevolent’ societies, 
churches and all charitable organizations, to- 
gether with such public spirited men and wo- 
men as you can call to your aid. 

2. Your county paper will render you good 
service, I am sure, if you will furnish the 
matter for publication. 

If you will write to Mr. Arthur W. Millbury, 
73 Bible House, New York, N. Y., he will send 
you cuts like those in the literature you are 
using to accompany any matter you destre to 
put Into your paper. Do something like this 
and awaken the people to the distressed state 
of things in India. Surely no man, woman 
or child, with the least human sympathy, can 
resist your appeal when the conditions are 
known. 

3. I desire, especially, to call your attention 
to the effort we are now making to raise a 
children’s fund. This was started at the sug- 
gestion of Claude M. Ralls, a little lad of 
eleven years. It Is a most beautiful thought 
and I hope you will encourage the generous 
children of Georgia to help to save the starv- 
ing children in India. Let all the little people 
in the Sunday schools, the day schools and the 
homes in your county know about this fund 
and give them an opportunity to help increase 
it. Report what you receive from them sepa- 
rately so that the funds may be kept distinct. 


4. If your people have contribu:ied once, that 


mast not be an excuse to relieve them from 
further help, as the starving are still dying 
and there can be no relief from harvests until 
October. A breakfast in the morning does not 
meet the demands of hunger the nféxt day. Let 
us all help again.

Truly, etc., 


BULLETIN SHOWS CROPS 
IN BETTER CONDITION 


The crop bulletin for the week ending 
July 23d, shows: an improvement in all 
‘crops and a need of rain in many sections. 
The apple and melon crops are fair and 
peaches continue to rot. The dry weath- 
er has made it possible to clean all grow- 
ing crops. The report in full follows: 

With the exception of scattered local show- 
ers, the weather kas been dry and warm, 
favorable for general farm work and the clean- 
ing of crops. Where the showers have oc- 
curred a general improvement is noted, but 
over most of the state rain is badly needed 
for corn and cotton. Cotton in same sections 
is beginning to shed and rust, though on the 
whole the condition of this crop is better than 
at the time of issuing the last bulletin. 
Early corn is about made, and fodder pulling 
will begin in a few days. Potatoes, cane and 
peas are generally very good. Rain is now 
needed to soften the soil for turnip seeding, 
which has commenced in a few favored local- 
ities. In the midddle and southern sections 
peaches continue to rot and drop. Apples 
are poor as are melons. All growing crops 
are now pretty well cleaned and would make 
rapid improvement with the proper amount of 
moisture. 

Extracts from reports by counties. 

Northern Section. 

Banks—Where cleaned cotton is improving, 
many fields still grassy; corn improving; peach- 
es ripening; melons a failure; pastures, po- 
tatoes and cane’ gocd. 

Bartow—Dry, hot week and-much_ grass 
killed; cotton where cleaned growing rapid'y; 
many fields abandoned on acccount of June 
rains. 

Catoosa—Upland corn doing well: that on 
bottoms grassy and poor; much cotton: killed 
out by weeds. 

Cherokee—A dry week; some cotton bloom- 
ing in the top: corn is poor but has improved 
some: week fine for cleaning crops. 

Cobb—Rajm. badly needed; cotton still small 
but improeviiig; gardens firing on account of 
dry weather” 

. Dawson—Week favorable for cleaning crops 
but ground badly baked and needing rain; crops 
doing fairly well. 

Elbert—Crops not doting at all well; 
for moisture. 

Floyd—Weather hot and dry; crops suffer- 
ing; some turnips being sowed; showers need- 
ed to mellow the soll. 

F'ranklin—Crops about cleaned of grass; corn 
twisting and cotton shedding forms and leaves; 
bottom corn somewhat improved; showers 
would be very beneficial. 

Gilmer—Weather during week very warm and 
dry; crops look well but needing rain. 

Gourdon—Cotton and corn needing rain dadly; 
corn burningsup and cctton shedding leaves; 
gardens poor. 

Hall—Weather dry and warm; everything do- 
ing nicely; cotton fruiting heavily; some corn 
laid by; melons a failure. 

Hart—Crops generally clean; mucb corn cn 
bottoms reclaimed; forage being cut and saved; 
too dry for seeding turnips; fruit of all kinds 

rotting and falling. 

Jackson—Cotton continues to improve; upland 
corn good, that in bottoms improving; peaches 
and aples rotting; pastures good. 

Lincoln—Dry and windy weather injurious to 
corn and cotton; corn about laid by; cotton 
shedding; gardens poor; rain needed. 

Madison—Crops doing fairly well but reed 
rain; corn on gray land turning yellow; grass 
about all killed. 

Oglethorpe—Corn and cotton suffering for 
rain, both still yellow; pastures unusually good; 
gardens burning up. 

Union—Weather very dry and warm, no rain 
since 2d except in a few localities; land very 
hard and baked; truck suffering for moisture. 

Walton—Rain badly needed; cotton growing 
slowly though etill very small, farmers well 
up with their work. 

Whitfield—Rain needed; corn and cotton not

Court "Gets the Necessary Supreme 
Court Paper in Looney Case. 


DECISION RENDERED ON 11TH 


Detective Said To Be at Cornelia for 
His Health and the Judge 
Out of Town. 


The remittfturs from the supreme court 
in both the Looney and Bradley cases 
were sent to the superior court yesterday. 
On the inorning of the lith of the month 
the higher court handed down a decision 
sustaining Judge J. H. Lumpkin, who had 
sentenced the two'men tu jail for twenty 
days for contempt. 

Judge Lumpkin is now in Europe, and 
is not expectéd to return to the city until 
sometime next month. Judge John 8S. 
Candler ‘!s likewise out of the city, but 
may return from the north any day. 

Detective Dave Looney has been at 
Cornelia, on the Southern road, for some 
days for his health He is now under 
bond in the sum of $1,000. A case of em- 
bracery is now pending against him in the 
criminal branch of the superior court, and 
this would have been tried during the 
last t.cm had Looney’s health been such 
as to permit him to attend the court. 

He was operated upon, and for several 
weeks was confined to his bed. His physi- 
clan and attorneys stated to Judge Can- 
dler om several occasions when the Looney 
case Was called that the detective was not 
able to leave his house. On one occasion 
the court directed the acting county 
physician to go to Looney’s home, on Mc- 
Afee street, and make an examination of 
the detective. 

The physician reported that Looney was 
still suffering from the operation, and it 
was thought best to perform another one. 
It was then understood that this second 
operation was to be made at once. Loouey, 
it is said, will not be able to be operated 
upon until he has recovered sufficientiy to 
sustain the shock, and not until his return 
to Atianta. Judge Candler announced be- 
fore adjourning court at the last session 
that as soon as Looney was abie to stand 
a trial he would call a special term of 
court for the purpose,
